Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner and applicant discussed Shih, and it was agreed that 
the examiner are intrepreting the Shih reference differently with respect to what is meant by "a first and at least one 
second mixing orifice or passage arrange sequentially along said flow path. ..such that the entire combined flow of 
liquid and vapor is contrained to flow through each of said mxing orifices" The examiner pointed to column 2, lines 60- 
65 and the cheveron baffles which define a flow path whrien the liquid and vapor are mixed as it passes through the 
rows of chevrons. The examiner and applicant both agree that the chevrons are baffles which create turbulence and 
provides a mixing zone. Applicant's representative has argued that Shih does not teach that the first and second 
mixing orfices arrage such that substantially the entire combine flow of liquid and vapor is contrained to flow through a 
single outlet as shown in Figures 3A. Applicant's representative will amend the claims to further clarify the distinctness 
from Shih. Perhaps applicant could define the different baffle arrangement i.e., that the path through the mixing zone is 
a concentric or serpentine path, etc. with the orifice in the mixing chamber for defining over the art. Applicant is invited 
to discuss further with the examiner in order to expedite prosecution on the matter.. 
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
